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2. Claim number 1: On 10/28/2016 my brother Stephen Jarrell filed a claim with the 
Army Review Boards Agency requesting that the Board make corrections to the 
records in his file. In order to determine if Stephen’s request had merit the Board 
requested Stephen’s file from the National Personnel Records Center. On 10/8/2019 
Stephen requested a copy of his discharge physical, and a few other records, from 
the Army Review Boards Agency. On 10/9/2019 the FOIA officer at the Army Review 
Boards Agency responded to his request and sent him a copy of my discharge 
physical examination. It was then that I became aware that an unknown employee at 
the National Personnel Records Center, without due diligence, disclosed my Army 
discharge physical examination to another agency (the Army Review Boards 
Agency) without my prior written consent in a willful and intentional violation of the 
Privacy Act Section 3 (b). 

3. Claim number 2: On 10/9/2019 Paul A. Petty the FOIA officer for the Army Review 
Boards Agency, without due diligence, disclosed my Army discharge physical to a 
third party without my prior written consent in a willful and intentional violation of the 
Privacy Act Section 3 (b). The disclosure of this record exposes me to harm because 
of the real possibility that such a disclosure could lead to the theft of my identity. 

4. Claim number 3: The disclosure of my personal health records has caused me harm 
because it was a blatant invasion into my right to privacy. 5 U.S.C. § 552a Section 2 
(4) (As Amended) The Congress finds that the right to privacy is a personal and 
fundamental right protected by the Constitution of the United States.

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5. Claim number 4: 5 U.S.C. § 552a Section 2 (b) (2) permits an individual to prevent 
records pertaining to him obtained by such agencies for a particular purpose from 
being used or made available for another purpose without his consent. The misuse 
of my discharge physical to show that there was nothing physically or mentally wrong 
with my brother when he was discharged from the Army would cause me harm 
because I would have to continue to advocate for my brother as well as perform 
numerous other tasks that my brother quite frankly is unable to perform. These tasks 
include, but are not limited to, driving him to and from medical appointments and 
helping him to correctly interpret letters and decisions from various government 
agencies. The misuse of my discharge physical examination is an attempt by the 
Army Review Boards Agency to commit fraud, and if successful would be a 
miscarriage of justice and would result in an undue burden to be placed upon me. 

6. Claim number 5: On 4/4/1990 the Board for Correction of Military Records made a 
decision in an application my brother Stephen made to them. His application was 
denied but the Board made an observation (exhibit E 2.) on page 3 paragraph 3 and 
alleged that Stephen stated that there had been no change in his medical condition 
since his last examination. Exhibit F shows the examination they were referring to 
and the date of that examination was 11/10/1971. Since Stephen was never given a 
discharge physical prior to his discharge the only discharge physical they could be 
referring to is my discharge physical. The Board misused my discharge physical to 
show that Stephen did not receive his injuries as a result of the assault on him that 
they refer to on page 3 in paragraph 1 of their decision. The reason they were able to 
make that statement is because they used my discharge physical to show that 
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Stephen had no physical or mental defects at the time he was discharged on 
12/7/1971. This misuse of my discharge physical to show that Stephen had nothing 
wrong with him caused me harm due to the undue burden placed on me because the 
assault, the Board referenced, caused Stephen both mental and physical injuries. 
Those injuries include PTSD, depression, memory loss, confusion, cognitive deficits, 
anxiety, and other mental problems as well as physical injuries such as a fractured 
styloid process bone and Temporomandibular Joint Dysfunction both of which cause 
severe headaches swallowing problems and a variety of other health problems. To 
summarize the Army Board for Correction of Military Records (Army Review Boards 
Agency) used fraud to deny Stephen’s claim which resulted in an undue burden 
being placed upon me. 

7. Exhibit A 1. & A 2. is a two page letter from the FOIA officer at the Army Review 
Boards Agency explaining that the records were on loan to them from the National 
Personnel Records Center. 

8. Exhibit B 1. & B 2. is a two page copy of my discharge physical which clearly shows 
that the examination took place at Fort Hauchuca, Arizona which was where I was 
stationed prior to my discharge, on 11/2/1971. In box number one you can discern 
that the name on the document is my name Richard M. Jarrell and not Stephen P. 
Jarrell. You can also see that the year of birth is 1951 and not 1953 the year my 
brother, Stephen Jarrell, was born. 

9. Exhibit C is a Morning Report showing, in section III, that my brother Stephen was

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assigned to the Personnel Confinement Facility at Fort Ord, California on 11/4/1971. 

10. Exhibit D 1. & D 2. is a two page order showing that Stephen remained in the 
Personnel Confinement Facility at Fort Ord until he was discharged on 12/7/1971. 

11. Exhibit E 1. & E 2. is two pages of a decision by the Board for Correction of Military 
Records dated 4/4/1990. 

12. Exhibit F is a Statement of Medical Condition dated 12/7/1971.

Dear Mr. Jarrell: 

This letter responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA)/Privacy Act 
request, dated October 8, 2019, received in this office on October 9, 2019, 
requesting a copy of documents from your military personnel record on loan to us 
from the National Personnel Records Center (NPRC). 

As a basis of your request, you provided a copy of a AGPERCEN Form 85 
showing that on November 3, 1971, AGPERCEN forwarded to the Headquarters 
Commandant at Fort Ord your personnel record (DA Form 201), health record 
(DD Form 722 & 722-1), extracts from the morning reports (DA Form 188), and allied 
documents. This form does not show what is in your personnel record at NPRC. 

A page by page review was made of your personnel record loaned to us by 
NPRC. The DD Form 722 & 722-1 is a Health Record jacket (folder) which would 
contain your medical documents. We did not receive that from NPRC. Usually the 
DD Form 722 & 722-1 are transferred to the Department of Veterans Affairs (VA) 
after Soldiers are discharged where they keep that record. This is particularly true 
when Veterans have had medical or benefit interactions with the VA. 

You requested a copy of DA Forms 188 (Extract Copy of Morning Report) dated 
and prepared on April 7, 1971, and April 17, 1971. In a page by page review of your 
personnel file, we found only two DA Forms 188 (copies enclosed), one dated July 
14, 1971, and one dated November 4, 1971. 

You requested a copy of your discharge physical examination. We found a copy 
dated November 11, 1971 (copy enclosed), which was part of your separation 
packet. It is a poor quality copy. The original is likely in your health record at the 
VA.

The Board, established pursuant to authority 
contained in Title 10, United States Code, section 
1552, convened at the call of the Chairperson on the 
above date. In accordance with Army Regulation 15-185, 
the application and the available military records 
pertinent to the corrective action requested were 
reviewed to determine whether the application was filed 
within the time established by statute, and if not, 
whether it would be in the interest of justice to waive 
the failure to timely file. 

The applicant requests correction of military 
records as stated in the application to the Board and 
as restated herein.

There are no medical records documenting the injuries 
or treatment received as a result of the assault. The 
original medical and dental records are in the 
applicant’s file but contain little or no information. 

A DA Form 188, Extract Copy of Morning Report, shows 
that the applicant went AWOL again on 17 April 1971 
from Company A, 3d Battalion, 1st Training Brigade. 

after he returned to military control, charges were 
preferred against him for being AWOL from 17 April 1971 
to 27 October 1971 in violation of Article 86 of the 
UCMJ. After being advised of his rights he submitted a 
request for discharge for the good of the service in 
lieu of trial by court-martial. He stated that he 
could not adjust to military life and he would go AWOL 
again if not released. Also, he stated that there had 
been no change in his medical condition since his last 
examination. The appropriate authority approved his 
request for discharge and directed that he be issued an 
Undesirable Discharge Certificate. 

On 24 September 1981 the Army Discharge Review Board 
denied the applicant's request for upgrade of his 

discharge. 

Army Regulation 635-200 sets forth the basic authority 
for the separation of enlisted personnel. Chapter 10 
of that regulation provides, in pertinent part, that a 
member who has committed an offense or offenses for 
which the authorized punishment includes a punitive 
discharge may at any time after the charges have been 
preferred, submit a request for discharge for the good 
of the service in lieu of trial by court-martial. A 
discharge under other than honorable conditions is 
normally considered appropriate. However, at the time 
of the applicant’s separation the regulation provided 
for the issuance of an undesirable discharge. 

Title 10, United States Code, section 1552(b), provides 
that applications for correction of military records 
must be filed before 26 October 1961, or within 3 years 
after discovery of the alleged error or injustice, 
whichever is lat°r. Failure to file within 3 years may 
be excused by a correction board if it finds it would 
be in the interest of justice to do so.
